Counseling Program for Freshmen Begins 


This Summer Prior to Fall Registration; 


College Confers 100 Degrees June 4

eal PROGRAM Of counseling and 

orientation for freshmen prior to 
enrolling in September has been un- 
dertaken this summer by the College. 


Students who. plan to register at 
Juniata this fall were asked by Dean 
of Men Paul M. Heberling, chairman 
of freshman orientation, to come to 
the campus for one day of placement 
tests, diagnostic procedures and dis- 
cussions with student personnel of- 
ficers. 

Participation in the “orientation 
day,’ Dean Heberling explained, will 
aid the College in “more effective 
counseling on academic program . . . 
reasonable class section placements 

. career planning . . . and fewer 
mistakes in room assignments.” 

In addition, the College will be able 
to plan “a far more adequate orienta- 
tion program during Freshman Days 
in September” by having most testing 
completed during the summer, the 
Dean pointed out. 

Approximately 40 attended each of 
the “orientation days” on campus June 
24, June 28, July 8, July 17 and July 
29. All sessions began at 9 a. m. with 
a welcome from one of the deans. 
Tests were given in reading, English, 
language and mathematics. 

Personal conferences with students 
and parents were conducted through- 
out the day, but all activities ended 
by 5 p. m. Prior to the visit, parents 
filled out a guidance questionnaire to 
aid the college personnel staff. Stu- 
dents were guests of the college for 
luncheon and when necessary, for 


lodging and breakfast. 
Justice Whittaker Speaks 


THREE HONORARY doctorates and 100 
bachelor’s degrees were conferred at

the College's first Sunday Commence- 
ment in its 85-year history June 4 as 
the year closed with a strong plea 
from a Supreme Court justice “to 
revive our fighting faith.” 


The Honorable Charles E. Whit- 
taker, associate justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, empha- 
sized that “there is no acceptable sub- 
stitute for the vigorous spirit of our 
founding fathers” to combat those 
who are threatening our freedom and 
way of life “both from without and 


from within.” 


Honorary doctor of laws were con- 
ferred on Justice Whittaker and two 
others who share ancestral back- 
grounds in the Juniata Valley: Joseph 
V. Kline °13, Scarsdale, N. Y., member 
of the New York law firm of Mudge, 
Stern, Baldwin and Todd, and vice- 
chairman of Juniata’s board of trus- 
tees; R. McAllister Lloyd, New York, 
chairman of Teachers Insurance and 
Annuity Association (TIAA) and Col- 
lege Retirement Equities Fund 
(CREF). 


Justice Whittaker urged the gradu- 
ating seniors “to resolutely meet re- 
sponsibility and challenge” and to 
abandon “the life of the lazy laggard.” 

President Ellis conferred 40 bache- 
lor of arts and 60 bachelor of science 
degrees. There were 56 men and 44 
women among the June graduates.

Distinguished Lecturers 


A BRITISH SCIENTIST, an American 
chemistry teacher, and two prominent 
American analytical chemists accepted 
invitations to be visiting lecturers at 
Juniata College’s Summer Institute in 
Chemical Equilibrium which opened 
July 10. 

Peter Sykes, official fellow, lecturer 
and director of studies in chemistry, 
Christ’s College, Cambridge, England, 
lectured at the Institute July 31 to 
August 2. Elbert C. Weaver, a chem- 
istry teacher at Phillips Academy, 
Andover, Mass.; was scheduled Au- 
gust 14-15. 


Two outstanding analytical chem- 
ists attending are Dr. Charles N. Reil- 
ley, professor of chemistry, University 
of North Carolina, and Dr. David N. 
Hume, professor of chemistry, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. Dr. 
Reilley was scheduled August 16-17 
and Dr. Hume August 18-19. 


The eight-week Summer Institute 
has been conducted for 40 high school 
teachers of chemistry from throughout 
the country. It was sponsored by the 
College in cooperation with the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 


Grant for Nuclear Science 


THE COLLEGE has received an addi- 
tional grant of $12,000 from the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission for use in its 
departments of chemistry and physics 
to obtain equipment for nuclear sci- 
ence. 


The Commission awarded $12,000 
to Juniata last November for equip- 
ment “to introduce nuclear technology 
to students in the life sciences.” These 
funds have been used by the depart- 
ments of biology and chemistry. | 


AEC’s latest grant will be used to 
acquire nuclear equipment which will 
provide “the most modern instru- 
ments’ for laboratory work in at least 
two courses: Instrumental Chemistry 
and Atomic Physics. 


Members of the faculty who will 
direct the use of the equipment are 
Dr. David M. Hercules ‘54, associate 
professor of chemistry, and Prof. Wil- 
fred G. Norris ‘54, assistant professor 
of physics.

Harden Added to Phys Ed Staff 


ALPH W. HARDEN, veteran coach 
and teacher at Hollidaysburg, Pa., 
high school, has been named head 
coach of basketball and assistant pro- 
fessor of physical education at the 
College. 
Harden, 48, succeeds Dr. T. Arnold 
Greene, who resigned as a part-time

member of the staff in April for “per- 
sonal reasons” after serving 12 years. 

An Aliquippa, Pa., High and Mus- 
kingum College graduate, Harden has 
been head basketball coach at Holli- 
daysburg since 1941. He took leave 
for four years service in the Navy but 


returned in 1946 and has compiled a 
16-year record of 203 victories, 112 
defeats. His MHollidaysburg teams 
have won four Mountain League titles 
(1952, 1953, 1957, 1959) and in 1952- 
53 had the only undefeated Class A 


record in the state. 


Harden was head baseball coach 
from 1948 to 1953 and his Hollidays- 
burg teams won 55, lost 5 and cap- 
tured the Blair County League title 
all six years. 

At Muskingum, Harden was a 
three-year regular in basketball and 
baseball. He was named to the AII- 
Ohio Conference basketball team two 
years. Prior to going to Hollidays- 
burg High, where he has been chair- 
man of the social studies department 
and teacher of history, Harden was 
assistant football and basketball coach 
at St. Clairsville, Ohio, High School 
(1937 to 1941). 


Harden obtained his B.A. from 
Muskingum in 1937 and earned a mas- 
ters degree (history) in 1948 from 
University of Pittsburgh. He has tak- 
en graduate study at Ohio State Uni- 
versity and has begun work on a doc- 
torate in education at Pitt. 

He is married to the former Jean 
Anderson (also an Aliquippa High 
and Muskingum College graduate) 
and they have five daughters.

behalf of the College's educational 
program. 
_ Commending this “impressive ac- 
complishment” at the close of the fis-. 
cal year June 30, 1961, President Cal- 
vert N. Ellis noted that the amount 
in gifts and bequests represented the 
largest in one year in the history of 
the College. 

Gifts from alumni in 1960-61 con- 
tinued to make up a significant part 
of the total. A sum of $80,409 was 
contributed to the Juniata Alumni 
Fund by 1,408 under the combined 
direction of National Alumni Associa- 
tion President Paul M. Bechtel °32 
and Alumni Secretary Harold B. 
Brumbaugh °33. The average con- 
tribution from these givers was $58.06. 

This total from alumni excluded the 
amount given by parents and asso-

They were equally generous 
in giving to Juniata with $47,519 com- 
ing from associates and $4,292 from 
the Parents Association. 

Notable increases in industry and 
foundation giving occurred during the 
year. Gifts from Foundations totaled 
$28,424 and from business and indus- 
try $19,636. In addition, the College 
received $50,654 in research grants, a 
good share of which came from the 
National Science Foundation. 


A major share of the contributions 
from business and industry was ac- 
quired in the “quiet” campaign for 
pledges of $200,000 from Huntingdon 
area friends in the long-range devel- 
opment program. This report includes 
only the “cash” contributions—not the 
pledges. 


Interest in the proposed science 
building also prompted additional giv- 
ing and overall pledges have soared to 
$507,543 of which approximately $72,- 
000 was paid this year.

In the competition among classes 
in the Alumni Fund, the Class of 1921 
carried off honors as the: leader in 
average contribution and also in per- 
centage participation for the classes 
from 1920 to 1961. This class aver- 
aged $378.84 and boasted 54 percent 
It ranked third in 
amount contributed with $4,925. 

Once again the classes of 1880 and 
1888 showed 100 percent ‘participation 
for the classes up to 1919. , 


Leading all classes in amount con- 
tributed was the Class of 1930 with 
$7,712.80, although its average con- 
tribution was good for sixth place. 
The Class of 1923 took runner-up 
honors in amount contributed with 
$0,462 and average contribution of 
$364.19. 

The “friendly feud” among classes 
for percentage participation continued 
to add interest to the Alumni Fund. 
The Class of 1947 spurted in the last 
week to finish ahead of the four class- 
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es from 1943 to 1946. This class had 
51 percent to rank it second in the 
top ten, but it actually achieved 102 
percent of its goal. 


In the close competition among the 
53 to 57 classes, the Class of 56 won 
the honor of having a room named 
for the class in Sherwood Hall, new 
residence for men. They finished with 
44.1 percent, just a shade ahead of 
the Class of 1955 with 43.9. 


The College also received $19,460 
through its Church of the Brethren 
contributors. The names of the con- 
tributors are included in the list which 
follows on these pages, but the total 
contributed is not figured into the 
class totals for the Alumni Fund. 


Additional funds were made avail- 
able to the College by bequests ($25,- 
000) and gift annuity agreements 
($33,000). | 


In this year’s report there are 196 
alumni, church, parents and associate 
donors who have given $100 or more. 
(The 100 club members are identified 
with names in all caps.) In addition 
to these, there are 45 persons who 
have given $1,000 or more. (The 
1000 club members are identified with 
their names listed in bold face capital 
letters.) In some instances there are 
husband and wife combinations re- 
ceiving 100 club or 1000 membership 
for contributions in these categories. 


Support from the Foundation for 
Independent Colleges, Inc., of Penn- 
sylvania, of which Juniata is a charter 
member, provided an amount in ex- 
cess of $12,000 during the fiscal year. 


An annual appeal to business and in- - 


dustry is presented by the presidents 
and representatives of the member 
colleges, and the gifts are distributed 
by formula to the participating col- 
leges. 


One other source of support comes 
from the “Gifts in Kind” program 
which has been continued during 
1960-61 with gifts from the Mellon 
Institute and the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp., both of Pittsburgh. These 
organizations contributed valuable 
“used but useable” equipment for the 
science laboratories which has been 
valued in excess of $2,000.

Write legibly; use a typewriter whenever 
possible. 

Double space your copy on one side of 
paper, preferably. 

It’s as simple as ABC. Be ACCURATE. 
Be BRIEF. Be CLEAR.
